There Is v.-onderEul interest In sheep-growing every- 
where, but tho clumaml for mutton and wool is so great that producers cannot 
meet It. There should be sheep on every farm. 


Sheep need a change of pasture. Turning them from one field into an- 


other furnishes this change imcl keeps the sheep healthy. 


Expensive bousing la unnecessary. Warm shelter is essential only when 


the Iambs lire verv young. Tho roof is the important part of the sheep house. 
Keep the sheep dry durlny the winter season and the fleece will provide thu 
warmth. A bundi of jrnod ewes will return good profits. Their requirements 
are simple and their roturns In fleece tiucl fee U'.mbs will surprise you.

i house by Senator Skogmo. It passed 
that house b- a vote of two to one, but 
was defeated in the assemb£ by four 
votes when the measure came up for 
final passage. 
For a time tlie suffrage leaders con- 
sidered the advisability of resurrecting 
the J. C. Hanson bill, introduced early 
in the session on the same subject. At 
first they planned to secure a second 
record vote on this bill with the hone 
that it might be possible to get the 
bill through 
the 
house. 
This plan, 
however, has now been abandoned 
Suffrage leaders attribute the defeat 
of the bill to the uncertainty of the 
time. The pending war caused many 
of the legislators to believe that It was 
an inauspicious time to attempt any 
reform 
That this fact was controlling 
to a large degree Is indicated by a vote 
of some of the members 
who 
were 
heretofore believed to be in favor of 
suffrage. 
Governor Philipp has signed the bill 
permitting circuit court clerks of the 
state to appoint as deputies men or 
women. It has been the practice in 
many instances of the state to appoint 
a woman as a deputy clerk of the cir- 
cuit court. Because of the uncertainty 
in the statute on this subject, the leg- 
islature believed it advisable to pass 
e law making the authorization certain. 
Tlie executive approval has al«o been 
riven to a bill exempting from execu- 
tion any automobile used or kept for 
the purpose of the debtor's trade or 
business, not exceeding $400 in value.

Washington, D. C., May 15.—Libau, 
the Baltic seaport from which, accord- 
ing to recent, advices, the Germans 
are threatening to make a drive by 
sea apainst Fetrograd, is described by 
the National Geoiraphic society s Avar 
geography bulletin issued today.
